BATTERED DODIES 


ARE BRUT OUT 


EXPLOSION OCCURRED DEEP 
IN MULGA COAL MINE NEAR 


BIRMINGHAM, ALA.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Oct. 


16.—(fP)—A 
terrific explos- 


ion 
killed 
33 hopelessly 


trapped men deep in Mulga 
Coal mine near 
Birming- 


ham early today. 


Rescue crews battled he- 


roically through smoke and 
dangerous gases to bring out the 
blackened and mutilated bodies. 
Only one elbow of the mine was 
affected, and the remaining 350 
workers at Mulga shuddered as 
they contemplated how narrowly 
their lives had been spared. If ths 
blast had occurred near the mine 
entrance, 
all would have been 
trapped. 


Mangled, burned and battered, 
the bodies wore brought up from 
the depths on coal cars. Approxi- 
mately BOO spectators, Including 
distraught 
and 
weeping wives, 
children and parents, watched the 
grim proceedings In horror. 
The detonation waa heard in sec- 
tions of Birmingham, more than 
12 miles from the scene. Fire Mar- 
shall Sam Williams blamed coal 
gas for the blast. 
Forrest Kelley, a miner who 
knew the full Import of the explos- 
ion, was first to reach his stricken 
fellow workers. 


"Some of them must have been 


killed by 'black damp'," he said. 
"They might have been saved If 
they had remained In a small 
pocket which was not demolished." 


Identification Difficult 
Others were covered by debris 
and Identification 
was 
difficult. 
The grime-streaked rescue crews 
pulled their torn bodies from the 
wreckage approximately four miles 
from the mine entrance. 


One man, Ivan Fox, miraculous- 
ly escaped the sudden death of the 
blast. He suffered major burns and 
was unable to tell of his exper- 
ience, 


The bodies were taken to under- 
taking establishments at Breasemer. 
13 miles from here, where a list of 
the dead was being compiled. 
R. M. Marshall, vice president of 
the Woodward Iron company, oper- 
ators of the mine, said the victims 
were about equally divided between 
whites and negroes. 


Chief Deputy Sheriff Charlie Mo- 
Combs said "most of the men ap- 
parently were thrown against the 
sides of the shaft with great force. 
Their gloves were burned off their 
hands, In many Instances." 
Marshall Williams said Mulga 
was "known as one of the 'hot- 
test' mines in Jefferson county." 
Hot Mine Explained 
He explained that a "hot" mine 


Is one In whl-h coal gas collects 
rapidly. Despite this tendency, ho 
said, the Mulga mine has not ex- 
perienced an explosion since the 
Woodward Iron company began Its 
operation. 
However, explosions In the Mulga 
mine had claimed the lives of 66 
men. A blast on April 20, 1910 took 
39 lives, and 17 more were killed 
Oct. 5, 1914. 
The bodies were brought to the 
surface as the first rays of the 
sun broke Into the little hollow 
which Is Mulga. Homes of the min- 
ers wero deserted, but state high- 
way patrolmen and Birmingham 
police kept the rural roads open. 


Only one telephone was available 
to newspapermen and for emerg- 
ency calls, and conversations wore 
limited to one minute each. 
Mulga lies In an Isolated, moun- 
tainous region which includes the 
best coal lands In Alabama. Its coal 
la used primarily for Iron making, 
being shipped to the Woodward 
blast furnaces a few miles away. 
First New* Laconic Call 
First news of the disaster came 


from a laconic call ' -> police head- 
quarters here, asking that several 
ambulances be Bent, and for police 
to keep the road clear, 
Persons awakened by the explos- 


ion Itself apparently did not notify 
authorities, as blasting Is common 
In mining operations, and even a 
major blast frequently causes no 
alarm. 


Rescue crews fought their way 
Into tho elbow despite warnings 
that a trip into the mine was ex- 
tremely hazardous. Equipped with 
oxygen masks, a squad from the 
United States Bureau of Mines, led 
the way Into the elbow where tho 
victims lay. 


Tho blast came in the midst of a 
night of unusual cold for this sec- 
tion in October. The hills about the 
mine 
shaft were 
covered 
with 


front, and tho cold added to the 
suffering of relatives of tho vic- 
tims. 


This disaster was the first of 


major proportions in Alabama since 
tho Ovcrton blast in 1925, In which 
54 lost thnlr lives. 


Mulga Is only a few miles from 
Dolomite, whero 03 died In a dust 
explosion In 1B22.

Such being the case, noth- 
ing could be better for Chi- 
na than to abolish her arm- 
aments and rely on Japan- 
ese forces for securing her 
national defense."

Highway 22 Bridge 


Bids for the construction of a 
new bridge on Highway 22, span- 
ning Chambers Creek in south- 
lastern Navarro county, will be 
opened by the 
State 
Highway 
commission at Its meeting, Tues- 
day, Oct. 28, according ot adver- 
tisements inserted in local news- 
papers Friday. 


This bridge 
will 
be 
approxi- 


mately 2,500 feet In length and IB 
expected to cost about $150,000. 
It will be above the high water 
mark and extends from the west- 
ern edge of the bottom to the 
top of the huge levee east of the 
main channel of the stream. 
The bridge to be 
constructed 


will be about three miles south- 
east of the end of the present 
18-foot concrete slab southeast of 
Eureaka, and Is approximately 12 
miles from 
the Wildcat Ferry 
bridge crossing the Trinity river 
on the highway toward Palestine. 


With the 
completion of this 


bridge, this highway will be open 
through to Palestine in dry wea- 
ther as the fill in the Trinity riv- 
er bottoms is not high enough 
to be usable during high water 
periods. 
The approximately 11.4 miles of 
road from Kerens to Highway 22 
may also receive considerable at- 
tention from the highway depart- 
ment, it Is believed in many cir- 
cles. 
The pavement of the highway 


22 from Corsicana to Frost Is 
going forward at a rapid rate, 
but operations have been shut- 
down several days due to in- 
clement weather' conditions. It is 
expected that the pavement into 
Frost will be completed within 
four or five more weeks.

The commissioner 
said

war, something definite had to be 
done to prevent a recurrence. He 
advocated a complete permanent 
program to follow the emergency 
measures. 
The commissioner enlarged on

bales per year. Ho asked who was 
to determine the future farm pol- 
icy and who was most capable, 
the economists who had only theo- 
retical knowledge or the farmers 
who know the actual conditions. 
He declared that an acreage con- 
trol measure would have to be 
adopted but unless provision was 
made for support of price struct- 
ures1 the effort would be futile. 
He offered the domestic allot- 
ment scheme as the most workable 
plan although admitting that It 
was not perfect. He explained the 
plan as a scheme to establish pro- 
duction for basis which would give 
an equitable part of the needs of 
the 
American 
domestic 
market 
to every farmer, and yet would 
leave to the Individual farmer the 
right to determine how much ad- 
ditional staple he would grow to 
enter Into world competition. 


Discussed Flan in Detail. 
The commissioner discussed in 
detail the workings of the plan, 
asserting that the loss of the for- 
eign cotton markets would almost 
destroy the value of farm lands, 
holding to the premise that It was 
the foreign markets that brought 
to the farmers their prper in- 
come. He declared that it wouia 
be foolish for a farmer to enter 
the world market when the price 
was below tho production cost, 
and argued that It would be better 
for him to warehouse the surplus 
to apply on his quota for another 
year, having the additional advan- 
tage of giving the producer a 
better basis for credit.

John L. Lewis. CIO leader, would 


not comment publicly, but others 
In hie organization, now meeting 
at Atlantic City, N. J., said there 
appeared to be "a pretty good 
chance that wo will get together." 
The CIO had proposed that ten 


representatives from each organi- 
r-atlon get together at Washington 
let. 25. 


The A. V. of L., while Indicating 


willingness to meet with CIO rep- 
resentatives, has declined to make 
acceptance of the industrial form 
of union organization, a condition 
for negotlatons- The new CIO in- 
vitatn met this objection.
